The Non-Confidence Resolutions 

■ A copy oi; the prooious non-opnfi- 
deaoQ rcBolations was foraally com> 
mitled to tho' charge of the Postmas- 
ter yesterday for transmissioa to tho 
Goloniai Office. The only formid&blo 
part of the litera soripta was tho on- 
velojpe, which was of gigantic propor- 
tions, and we think wo can picture tho 
oonsternation that its arrival in Down- 
ing street will occasion. The now 
Secretary. of State, taking off his 
speotaoles -and passing his fingers 
through his locks, (if he has any) will 
hand the oambrous docnmont to an 
Under Secretary to naravol its moan- 
ing. The Under Soorotary Bliortly re~ 
appears, and annonnoes that ho has 
waded through the contents. "What 
do these people of Vancouver want? 
observes tho SocroLary, rcauining his 
offloiai spootaclos, and throwing him» 
self baok into his seat; they asked 
for a now Governor somo tirao ago, 
and thoy got ono, did thoy not? They 
did, replies tho Under Secretary (who, 
in the meantime, has been looking at 
a map, to see whoro Vancouver Island 
is, and examining tho records and 
postiog himsolf on the subject) but 
this request is of a different nature. 
Secrotaiy — Do thoy want Sir James 
Douglas roiuBtatod ? Under Socrc 
tary — No, that is not the object. Sec 
retary — Oh, I see, now, thoy want the 
Colonies united, under their own Govn 
ernor? Under Secretary — By no 
means. Secretary — Under Seymour, 
then?. Undersecretary — Not in the 
least; Secretary, (pulling out hie 
snuff bos, and taking a vicious snill 
at his " rappoo " — What in Uoavh 
en's namo, then, is tho meaning 
of that voluminous despatch ? Under 
Secretary — Id is a series of resolu- 
tions, passed by tho House of Assom^ 
bly, winding up with a want of confi- 
donee vote in Governor Kennedy and 
asking for his removal. Secretary — 
Haa the Governor sent any despatch 
in explanation? Tho Under Secretary 
reads a despatch announcing that tho 
House, after passing the resolutions, 
agreed to suspend them if Governor 
Kennedy would oonsout to the ap- 
pointment of a Ministerial Council, to 
include two of tho want of confideuce 
members from tho House. Well ! 
woUl exclaims tho Secretary of State, 
if that Vanoouvor Parliament docs 
not 'play such fantastic tricks before 
High Heaven as make tho very angolti 
woop.' You may commit the rescind 
tions to tho wasto paper basket, Mr 
Under Secretary, it is a question in 
my mind whether the Colony is fit for 
Eopresentative Government at nil. 
Such wo seriously believe will bo tan- 
tamount to tho effect the rosolutionn 
■ will produce at tho Colonial Oflico. 
Better, far hotter, under tho circum- 
stances, that thoy had never boon 
sent; while more scriou.s evils tlircaton 
tho Colony, iu lieu of widening tho 
breach between tho Executive and tho 
people's soi disant roprosontatives, it 
is tho imperative duty of us all to sink 
minor antagonisms in tho one com 
mon cause, and to make a strong and 
vigorous effort to bring about a Union 
of the Colonics, on torni.s equitable 
and satisfactory to both. Governor 
Kennedy, if he has treated tlio Assoiu 
bly with disrespect, has at any rate 
favored Union, ond might have it in 
his power yet to accomplish much lor 
tho Colony, but while tho Assembly 
havo boon salistlod to grasp at the 
ehadow, wo foar that thoy havo irre- 
trievably lost tho Bubritauce.

COWICHAN LAND TBOUliLK.

Patrick Brennon, a Cowichan settler, who 
had been ordered offthd land on which he had 
located, aud his crops of hay carried away 
by one VVm Kelly. He moved for a oom- 
mitteo of inquiry. 

Mr Pidwell thought this a caso of great 
hanlship. Brennan was an induatrioas, and 
deserving man, and had a largo family; but 
could tho House take any action as to tho 
Crown Lands? Bcsidea, Mr Brennan had 
aooldeotally placed his house on a portion ot 
the Indian Reserve, and he was gronted per- 
mission to continue it there, and subsequently 
extended his ownership to other portioos of 
tho Keserve. Tho hay token from Brennan's 
laud was originally removed from Kelly's 
land by Brennan. 

Mr Young replied that aa thero were two 
sides to the question a (JointAittee would de^ 
cido which was tbe right one. 

After eoma further discussion, a Commitn 
tee was ordered, and Young, DicksOD and 
Powell appointed. 

ROAD ACT AMENDMENT BILL 

The House went into Committee on the 
bill to amend tho Uoud Act. 

Mr Youug introduced a series of amend- 
ments to tho bill, which evoked a long Jia- 
onsaion and were lost, and the bill, aa intro» 
duccd by Ur Holmcken, passed.

fectire sidewalks repaired, and time was 
given to others. The Oommittea on Streets 
rBported that the Gas Company were satib- 
faotorily repairing the bole near the corner of 
Govotnmcnt and dohnson streets. Leave 
wa<i givuii to iMoaars Hibbon & Carswell to 
plaoo u bulletin board in front of their now 
Htoro. Cninmunicalion from tho proprietors 
of the Paoifio Telegraph Hotel, rolativo to 
the removal of acme shanties, was filed. 
Leave was given to Mr J. J, Southgate to 
raise the sidewalk in front of his briok store 
to the level of Bastion alreet. The Sanitary 
Oommittee promised to report next week.

ThB TBIPOr THE FiDBilTXB.— Ouo of tho 

■passengers by tho PIdelitor, during her re- 
cent excursion, has favored us with tho 
following particulorsof tho trip:— 'Tho steam' 
er left Victoria on Tuesday last and pro- 
«^6ded*jto^Port Atigeldai »-whete Colleetor 
Wilabn 'oam'e'oiT boatdi'ianS abodmpnniod the 
party to the PhoeniX'Ocfal'naine, botweon Pil- 
low Point and Clallam Bay. Having cbh- 
ually examined this mine, they ateored for 
Nanaimo, whcro they arrived the next day, 
at 10 o'clock; Col Hayward, Judge Biock- 
way, and Mr Brodrick wont down tho Duns 
muir abaft, and remained about an hoar bo- 
low exploring the mine, retnrning highly 
gratified. Some 13,000 'tons of' odal wore 
lying at this mine ready for shipment. In 
tbe evening the eteamer started for tho 
Bellingbam Bay.inineB, and arrived there 
about miittigiik. Go Thursday, tbe party 
of gentlemen, accompanied by Mrs Couch and 
Mrs Etskine, descended to tho niineg which run 
a distance of 4000 feet under ground, whore 
tliey remoinedover two hours. This mine is one 
of tho most extensive on tbe coast, tbe strata 
of ooal averaging from 12 to 16 feet in 
thiokness. On Friday the Fideliter headed 
for Olympia, which she reached early on 
Saturday morning. Tho day was spent in 
visiting the different localities of interest in 
the city, and in the evening a dinner waa pre- 
pared on hoard tbe Fideliter, at which, among 
otherdistingniahed gentlemen were Hia Excel- 
lency Qovernor Pickering, the Hon. Mr Gar. 
field, Surveyor General of Washington Terri- 
tory and Captain Lawson of tb'b IT. S. sur- 
veying ship Fauntleroy, The entertainment 
passed off most successfully. Gov. I'ickering 
expressed his intention of accompanying tho 
party to this city, but did not put in an ap- 
pearance in tho morning, although the sleamor 
wailed nearly an hour for him, Tho Lincoln 
was at Olympia. Captain Lawson and Col- 
lector Wilson eame over on tbe Fideliter. 
The weather dnriog tbe trip was fine and the 
party were muob imprcssod with the grand- 
eur of tbe scenery around. All on board 
were in the best possible spirits, and vied 
with each other in rendering tho oxcnrsion as 
eociablo and pleasant us it was gratifying to 
tbe promoter of it. 

Tub Murder or Edmond Urin — Tho 
Special Court of Assizo convenod yestordiiy 
to try the Songish Indian Jim and his squaw 
for the murder of Edmund Urin. Tho Grand 
Jury, consisting of Messrs. D. M. Lang (forei 
man), James Moorhead, J. A. Jones, W. C. 
Siffken, 0. J. Marsb, D. B. Blair, J. Naglo, 
Simeon Martin, H. Nathan, Jr., J. P. Da- 
vies, W. B. Smith, 6. 0. Wighara, T. L. 
Fawcett, A. F. Main, C. Kent, James Mc- 
Cutchan, N. J. Neustadt and Thomas Prit- 
cbard, having fonnd true bills against tha 
prisoners for murder and robbery, were dis- 
missed. A petty jury was empanelled to try 
the oase. The Attorney General appeared to 
proseonte and Mr Ring instraoted by Mr 
Courtenfiy, to defend. The evidence taken 
was conSicting and after a. long and tedioas 
trial the jury fonnd a verdict of "Not Guilty." 
The prisoners were remanded until tc-day, 
when they will be arraigned on an indict- 
ment for robbery, the murdered man's clothes 
having been traced to their possession.
